Before a side walk is laid, the city 
engineer is called upon to fix the 
grade and say how muck shall be the 
cat or fill, and his notions of -cuts" 
and "fills," not being affected by any 
individual expense or sentiment, dif 
fer widely from those of many of the 
property owners.

straight lines, and no difference how 
much a lot owner's permanent im- 
provemen^s are affected, every thing 
mast conform to that straight line, or 
his quirks or notions of beauty and 
what the street should be. 
Numer- 


ous instances can be cited similar to 
the following: 
Three years ago a 


grade was established on a certain 
street making a pretty deep cut 
around a ceitain property, deHtroy 
mg eight br ten trees of twenty years 
growth. The property owner kicked, 
but finally submitted, planted new 
trees and tilled his walk with gravel 
ready for brick. 
A few days ago 


i new grade was fixed making anoth- 
er cut. of four inches which will cause 
the removal of the gravel, and the 
destruction of the treee. And all to 
make the street—not any prettier, not 
to drain any better—simply con- 
form to a certain straight line which 
the engineer fixed in his mind when 
he started out 
This is simply out- 


rageous! The city may claim the 
streets, including the boulevards and 
side walks, but the lot owners hive 
certain rights in the trees and other 
permanent improvements, made to 
beautify their lawns, that should be 
respected. They cannot be soon ro 
placed, and none I ut a vandal will 
see them unnecessarily destroyed. If 
the city engineer is entirely lacking 
in love for the beautiful in trees, in 
gracefully rolling avennes and walks, 
the council should take the in at tor 
in hand and respectfully consider the 
matter. Did Geo, H. Morris livo in 
Decatur now he would doubtlote 
write, instead of his fatuous poem in 
defense of the oiik that sheltered him 
in youth—something after the fol- 
lowing:

Pursuant to appointment and an- 


nouncement. Gen. Jas. B Weaver, 
the renowned champion of the Na- 
tional Greeubaek-Labor party de 
livered an address to a large, enthu- 
siastic and attentive audience at the 
tabernacle lust evening. 
His ap- 


pearance upon the 
platform wag 


greeted with cheers, aud hia address 
was able, eloquent, logical, and forci- 
ble—fully establishing his ability as 
a political or stump orator, aud con- 
vincing those who heard him of his 
sincerity, and the honesty of his con- 
victions. 


He began his remarks with the 


proposition that if a man sought po- 
sition or otlice, it was safest and the 
most promising plan to ideuUly him 
self with the party in power, or at 
least with the next most popular or 
strongest party or faction; but if he 
wanted to be right he should follow 
the dictates of bis conscience, and 
act upon his settled convictions as to 
what was best for tho public good. 
Men are prone to do wrong as sparks 
to fly upward, and many will not 
sever their connection with the old 
parties even wheii convinced of their 
error, for the reason that they could 
see no reasonable bcpe of success in 
a new field—that by uniting with a 
new party or organization they would 
only lose their vote! He illustrated 
the fallacy of this in a most forcible 
and logical manner. 


He had no quarrel with either 


democrats or republicans. 
He was 


willing to concede honesty to the 
masses of both organizations, but en 
deavored to show that they were in 
error in many respects. He said oar 
government was republican in form 
but not in fact—that the tendency of 
the times, ucdpr the administration 
or the party in power, WHS to nristoc 
racy. This he showed in the plainest 
possible manner, illustrating his po- 
sition by palpable fuels and proving 
b'.e assertions beyond a possibility of 
a refutation. He then alluded to the 
remedy, which was the ballot in the 
hands of the masses, and quoted the 
language of Jeiierbon, that "eternal 
vigilence is the price of liberty " 


He charged that both the old par- 


ties were without definite aims and 
without delbute 
principles. 
That 


the republican party had outlived tho 
object of its organization, und was 
now without principle further-than 
Iceopiug itself in power. He assoited 
that a party without principle was 
powerless for good, aud ought to be 
disbanded. That it had DO test ot 
qnah'icution for 
membership, and 


was powerful ouly for evil. 


Ht> then proclaimed the principles 


of tho National Greenback Labor 
party, tis einbruc-icg the ouly issues 
at present demanding tho serious 
consideration of state-truer! and Amer 
lean citizens, uud in \vhode vindica- 
tion acd adoption rested ttie futuie 
welfare and safety of the republic. 
These ho cl.limed were u peiiuauent 
system of currency, the regulation by 
law of transportation and commerce 
between tho states, and the preserva 
tiou of public docuaiu from corpoia- 
tions und monopolists, nn<\ its granth 
to actual settlers. 
He explained 


tho uncoDslitntianal lobbery practic- 
ed by the. great corpoiatious of the 
country, aud sustained and promoted 
by the dominant party, and Lmadlod 
tho iniquitous national !>nukiDj^ sys- 
tem without gloves 
His illustration 


of this subject was Uie fairest, fullest 
and most forcible we have over hoard. 


He concluded hia speech with a 


boom for Ben Butlci, the "people's 
candidate for president," \vhich was 
wcoivoil with loud npplanf-e.
